(1) “lelted-Enghsh speaking pupil, ¥ means a
student as defined in s. 116.956 (1) Stats., who as a result of limited-
English speaking ability performs below expected grade level in required
academic courses which are taught in Enghsh and who meets the criteria
set forth under P1 13.03 (2). _ .

(2) “Bllmgual teacher 8 a1de, means a person who is employed to as-
51st a teacher and who:

(a) Understands speaks, reads, and writes English and the language of
the group with whom the bilingual teacher’s aide will be working;

(b) Has a high school diploma or its equivalent, and

éc) Knows the cuiture of the group with whom the bilingual teacher’s
aide wilt be working.

(3) “Bllmgual counselor’s aide,” means a person who is _emp_loyed to
assist a counselor and who:

(a) Understands, speaks, reads, and writes Enghsh and the language of
the group with whom the bilingual counselor’s aide will be working;

PI 13,02 Voluniary programs, A school may establlsh a bilingual-bicul-
tural education program before the date one is required and be eligible
for state aid under s. 115,955, Stats,, if the program is established for the
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required number of students and otherwise complies with the require-
ments of subeh, VII of eh. 115 Stats

PI 13.03 Idcntlﬁcallon of lmnted L‘nghsh speaklng studenis. (1) The
school board shall identify, according to s. 115,96 (1), Stats., the stu-
dents w1thm their schools: . -

(a) Who. speak a non-Engllsh language,
(b) Whose families use a non-English ]anguage, or .

(cé) In whose dally non-schgool surroundmgs a non-Engllsh Ianguage is
used,

2y Under 8. 115 96 (1), Stat.s the school hoard sha]i assess students
identified under (1) to detertnine whether they are limited-English
speaking. Students shall be assessed for eligibility with the assistance of
qualified personnel of the same linguistic background as the student. As-
sessment procedures by élassroom ‘teacher(s) and certified supportive
staff shall include documentation data such as: reading and arithmetic
skill levels; other course grades which, in relation fo the student’s grade
level indicate that lack of progress is due to limited-English language
skills; and information on everyday classroom performance. Students
who are monolingual or who are dominant in a language other than
English are automatlcal!y eligible for brlmgual—blcultural education.

P113.035 Program approved hy state supermtendent A written descrlp-
tion of the program shall inelude the identification/selection process, im-
plementation plans, staffing, length of the school day to be allotted to the
bilingual-biculturai education program, materials to be used and local
means of evaluating the program. Each schoo] distiiet's proposed pro-
gram shall be reviewed and approved by the state supermtendent pnor
to the implementation of the loeal program. : i

PI 13.04 Curricuhnmn, preschool grades K-12, ‘and sunmer schonl The
school board may provide either the, basm or the optional expanded pro-
gram. The basic program shall prov1de ‘instruction in reading, writing
and speaking the English language and, in grades K-8, through the use of
the native language of the limited- I]nghsh speaking puptl instruction in
the subjects necessary to permit the pupil to progress effectively through
the educational system,” (s. 115.955 (7) (a) and {b), Stats.). If the school
distriet oﬁ’ers the optional expanded program, the school distriet shall
also provide in grades 9-12 “instruetion in reading, writing, and speak-
ing the English language; and through the use of the native language of
the limited-English speaking pupil, in the subjects necessary to permit
the pupil to progress effectively through the educational system.” (s.
115.955 (8} (a) and (b) Stats.). The school district may include eontent
and activities that reflect the cultural background of the hmtted-Enghsh
speaking students and may include instruction intended to improve the
skills of the students in the use of their native language for the purpose of
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enabling them to understand the instruction in reading, writing and
speaking the English language and other required subjects.

Students enrolled in bilingual-bieultural
education programs shall have full access to supportive services, such as
language development, speech therapy, ete., available to other students

PTI 13.06 Supervision of hilingual-bicultural education programs by the
department, (1) The department shall, at least annually, review and eval-
uate the administration of programs condueted under subeh. VII of ch.
115, Stats., by the local school districts. This shall include reviewing and
evaluating:

(a) The local school procedures used for identifying and counting eligi-
ble students,

(b} The notification sent out to parents or legal custodians regarding
their child’s participation in the program,

(e} The procedures used for the establishment of programs,

(d) ‘Fhe provisions made for legal appeals,

(e) The eurriculum being offered in the programs,

{f) The progress of limited-English speaking students in the program,
(g} The program evaluation design, and

(h) The information required under PT 13.035.

(2) The school board of a district operating a bilingual-bicuitural edu-
cation program under subch. VII of ch, 115, Stats,, shall submit an an-
nual report on or before August 15 to the state superintendent as re-
quired by s. 115,993, Stats. In addition to the information required by s.
115.993, Stats., the report shall also contain the cost of the program per
student for each langoage group and program type and the number of
students in each language group who, as a result of the bilingual-bicul-
tural education program, improved their language ability to such an ex-
tent that the program is no longer necessary for such students, and other
information required by the department in accordance with the statutes.

P! 13.07 Reimbursement. (1) The local school district shall submit, on
appropriate financial claims, such information and data as required by
the department for fiscal review and approval for reimbursement of the
program.

{2) The salaries of teachers and other staff members participating in
bilingual-bicultural programs shall be reimbursed according to the per-
centage of time such teachers and staff spend in the program and the
percentage of eligible students in the program in accordance with PI
13.03 (2). The reimbursement will be computed as follows;
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(Salary) x (%timein classz ) x (% Limited English Speaking students in
classz) x (70%) = Amount reimbursable for time involved in class 1.

T (Salary) x ( %time in class~) x (% Limited English Speaking students
in class~ ) x {70%) = Amount reimbursable for time involved in class 2.
